George Herring was chairman of the 
(ty of London Blectric Lighting (‘o., 
Electric and General Investment Co., 
Municipal Trust Co. and several min- 
ing companies. 

In December last he donated $500, 0M) to 
the Salvation Army for use in a home 
colonization scheme, the army engagin 
to repay this sum tn 2% annual An 
ments to the King’s Hospital fund. 

The plan was to purchase tracts of 
land in England, giving five acres or 
thereabouts to each settler, building cot- 
tages, providing seed and implements, 
and supporting the settlers until the 
lands became productive. Each settler 
was to repay the army in installments. 

In this manner the Salvation Army 
hoped to provide for those who for va- 


rious reasons were unable to leave Eng-— 


land under the emigration ‘schemes of 
the army. 

Mr. Herring conducted a soup kitchen 
in Camden Town, London, built and en- 
dowed an institution, known as the 
Haven of Rest, for gentle folk brought 
to poverty through genuine’ misfortune,

Divorce Not Recognized.

‘murderer of his son would be re- 
vealed to him by the last day of the 
S. Yager, a farmer of 
Howard County, Ind., each day expects 
the revela tion to come, according to a’ 
which 
prints a most extraordinary — story. 
Though many days have passed since 
he says Yager first received this agsur- 
ance he stil] has faith in his vision. 

The violent and mysterious deaths of 
young Yager and his friend Francis Sut- 
ton, form one of the most sensational 
chapters in. the ‘history of Howard 
County. Sutton’s death came first. Some 
said that the voung man had Killed 
himself over a love affair, but the gen- 
eral belief was that a crime had been 
committed. However, the authorities 
could find ‘no evidence’ sufficient on 
which to bring action. 

But a week later the second tragedy 
followed, now just three years ago. 

A buggy was drawn up at an early 
hour before the gate at the end of the 
lane, leading to the Yager home, west 
of Oakford. A horse pawed impatiently 
and nickered to be admitted into the 
barnyard. Mr. Yager approached the 
vehicle, expecting to find his son asleep 
and to chide him for keeping such late 
hours. : 

He was horror stricken to. find his 
son sitting bolt upright, stiff in death. 
His teeth apparently had set upon a 
rib in the buggy top. His hand was 
wedged in such a way that it was Im- 
possible for the body to fall out upon 
the roadside. There was a bullet wound 
in the right side of the head. 


Evidence of Murder. 


There was everv evidence that the 


body had been placed so as to prevent 
its falling out of the buggy in case the 
horse should run away after being 
started homeward. The toes of both 
feet were driven whnder the foot rest. 
It was considered impossible that Ya- 
ger, in his death throes; could have put 
his head between the supports of the 
buggy top. A spot on the buggy indi- 
cated that the body had at first been in 
a position other than that oc ‘upied 
when found. . 
Coroner Harrison was not satisfied 
with the suicide theory and conducted 
a rigid inquiry as to a possible mur- 


criminating evidence could. be brought 
to light. 

The general belief, however, was that 
Yager had been murdered because It 
was. supposed that he knew incriminat- 
ing evidence against others. 

The County Commissioners offered 
rewards at different times and many 
detectives worked on the case, bu! the 
detectives worked unsolved. The voung 
man was in good health, his home life 
Was pleasant, and no possible explana- 
tion for a suicide could be found. 

Father Beat on Vengeance. 

For months the grief-Stricken ,father 
worked incessantly to avenge what he 
firmly believed then jand now, the mur- 
der ot his son. He has spent sleepless 
nights in a search,which has cost him 
hundreds of dotiars. Now he confident- 
ly expects that justice will demand her 
due at last. 

It is a strange story that he tells. He 
declares Jhat he has seen the spirit of 
his son, 

“My son spoke to me and I am satis- 
fied that it was. his spirit.’’ “he .says 
‘His yoice sounded just as it did when 
he used to talk to me 1 begged my 
boy to tell me the name of his slayers. 
He said, ‘You are on the right clew.’ He 
refused to give me‘tunv names, but told 
me detaile of his murder which the facts 
bear out.’

Yager has consulted spiritualistic me- 
diums in Florida, New York and Cali- 
fornia, separating them so that he could 
not he made the victim of a trick.

But if he prints 
in one county paper he must print fn al] 
and the expense would be nearly douwhble 
this amount. 

Finally, there will be the expense of 
getting on the tickets in each county, 
which will cost not less than $10. Some 
candidates who have already announced 
are beginning to reckon the cost and to 
seriously doubt if the game is worth the 
candle. 

Take a man running for an office that 
pays $2000 a year, and this is the salary 
of the State officers. His campaign ex- 
penses will cost not less than $2600. This 
will cut the salary of the office for the 
four years to less than $1500 a year and 
he must come to Jackson to live. 

Nor does there seem to be any rem- 
ediv for this condition, even by amend- 
ment of the law.
